three days, shone forth.

m ura. M inister T ak ah ira and Mr. D en­ 
nison. thu legal adviser of the J a p a n ­ 
ese envoys, left a t 2 48 In an autom o­ 
bile for the navy yard. 
T hey were 
greeted 
by the guests a t the hotel 
gathered on the veranda to w itness 
th eir departure. 
Baron Komura, pointing at the sun. 
said sm ilingly: "It’s a a good omen 
for peace.” 
B aron K om ura had been preceded 
by another m otor car which carried 
Mr. Bato. and the Japanese secretaries. 
taking their copy of the peace trea ty 
In a large black leather portfolio. 
’loth R ussian and Japanese m issions 
on th eir arrival a t the navy yard were 
received at the entrance of the build­ 
ing by Adm iral Mead. while tw o com ­ 
panies of m arines, com m anded by M a­ 
jor Moses, rendered m ilitary honors.

C o rk e F o r B o ttle S to p p e r s. 
The application of cork as a bottle 
stopper for liquid vessels is said to be 
of great antiquity. The earliest record 
extant of its use in Europe is that men­ 
tioned by Horace, who asserts that tho 
Romans bad cork as stoppers for their 
wine amphorae. 
Certain of the uses 
of cork were known to the ancient 
Greeks aud Egyptians, but whether 
they used cork for stopping the mouths 
of their liquid vessels history does not 
say. 
It was not. however, until the 
year 1700 that the Spaniards first com­ 
menced to work their cork woods with 
some degree of regularity for the mak­ 
ing of corks. 
Although perhaps corks 
were more or less in use from the tim* 
glass bottles were first invented, which 
Beckmann asserts to have been in the 
fifteenth century, yet it was not until 
two and a half centuries later that the 
Spaniards began to prepare cork for 
bottle stoppers, which they did in a 
forest situated at the northeast of the 
Tigueras, on the Muge. 
The cork in­ 
dustry has since gradually risen to be 
one of the first magnitude, its chief 
center in Spain being in Catalonia.
